For  the  widening  of  Dayton  Avenue  from  Fairfield  Avenue  to 
South  Wayne  Avenue  and  from  Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue;  also 
for  the  vacation  of  the  south  ten  (lO)  feet  of  Dayton  Avenue  from 
South  V/ayne  Avenue  to  Indiana  Avenue. 

Resolved,  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen 
Dayton  Avenue  from  Fairfield  Avenue  to  South  Wayne  Avenue;  also  to 
widen  Dayton  Aveniie  from  Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue;  also  for 
the  vacation  of  the  south  ten  (lO)  feet  of  Dayton  Avenue  from  South 
Wayne  Avenue  to  Indiana  Avenue. 

Said  widening  as  above  described  to  be  made  by  condemning  and 
appropriating  for  street  purposes  the  follov/ing  described  parts  of 
lots  and  parcels  of  land  to-wit:  The  north  fifteen  (l5)  feet  of 
original  Ewings  Out  Lot  No.  7,  now  subdivided  into  parcels  of  land 
known  as  Oakwood  --  the  north  fifteen  (l5)  feet  of  original  Ewings 
Out  Lot  No,  5,  now  subdivided  into  parcels  of  la.nd  known  as  Oakdale. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets,  avenues,  parts  of  lots  and 
parcels  of  land  being  situated  in  the  South  West  fractional  Section 
14,  Township  'j,0  North,  Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Fort  'Wayne  , Indiana. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  widening  and  vacation  of 
portions  of  Dayton  Avenue  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  widening  of  and  vacation  of  portions  of  Dayton  Avenue  as  above 
described  is  described  as  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  not  occupied 
by  streets  and  alleys  lying  south  of  Nuttman  Avenue  - west  of  Fair-  . 
field  Avenue  - north  of  Oakdale  Drive  and  east  of  Beaver  Avenue.
